Iraq iyya Representative Says His Bloc Will Resist Maliki for PM: 

• Ziyad al-Zharb, a legislator from Iraqiyya, stated on September 14 that his 
bloc would withdraw from the political process if the Iraqi National Alliance 
(INA) agreed to back Nuri al-Maliki for the premiership. Zharb said that 
Iraqiyya wants "everyone to participate in the decision-making process." 

Iraq iyya Claims "Initial Agreement" Reached with INA, Kurds: 

• A leading member of Iraqiyya said on September 17 that her bloc has 
reached an "initial agreement" with the INA and the Kurdistan Alliance to 
have Adil Abd al-Mahdi as Prime Minister and lyad Allawi as President, 
while the Kurds would assume Speakership of the Council of 
Representatives (COR). Aliya Nusseif said that Iraqiyya does not have 
ambitions for power but rather for "having political reforms and changes 
that would bring the political process back on its democratic track."

• A leading member of the INA and the chairman of the previous COR's 
Security & Defense Committee, Hadi al-Amery, said that the armed attacks 
throughout Baghdad on September 19 "had been part of a plan, adopted by 
Al-Qaida in Iraq (AQI)" to "exploit the political vacuum" in Iraq. Amery 
added that he expects such attacks will continue throughout government 
formation negotiations. Iraqi Vice President Abd al-Mahdi, who is also a 
member of the INA, called on the COR to hold a session and to resume its 
legislative activity.

■ Hydrocarbons Package : The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package. 



■ NGO Law : This law, approved March 3, will regulate the operations and funding of Non-Governmental 
Organizations operating within Iraq.

■ There are almost 229,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) in neighboring countries and an undetermined 
number of unregistered refugees. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million Iraqis remain 
internally displaced due to sectarian violence following the Samarra Mosque bombing 
of February 2006. 

■ Since the beginning of 2008, some 464,000 Iraqis have returned to their neighborhoods 
in Iraq. The majority of the Iraqis returning were internally displaced persons. 

■ In FY09, the U.S. Government contributed $387 million to international and non- 
governmental organizations to assist Iraqi refugees, internally displaced, and conflict 



■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 50,563 Iraqi refugees have been admitted to 
the U.S. for resettlement. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,143 Special Immigrant Visas (SIVs) have been 
issued for Iraqi translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under 
the Section 1059 program). 



■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,716 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by 
the U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244

Insurgents continue to launch attacks aimed at destabilizing Iraq 

Car Bombings Kill over 30 People in Baghdad and Fallujah: 
• Six car bombs were set off on September 19 in an apparent coordinated 
attack in Baghdad and Fallujah that killed more than 30 people and wounded 
over 100 more. A car bomb in Mansour exploded near a popular market and 
restaurant at the same time that a car bomb in Kathumya detonated outside 
of a National Security Ministry office. The twin bombings took an estimated 
29 lives. Separately, a bomb planted on a bus killed the driver and his son, 
and an Iragi tribal leader, Salih AM Hamdan, was killed when his car 
exploded. An Iragi intelligence official's car also exploded while parked, but 
there were no casualties. In Fallujah, a suicide car bomber killed four 
civilians and an Iragi soldier. Several rockets were also fired at the U.S. 
Embassy this week, causing some injuries.

As a result, year-on- 
year inflation data prior to January 2010 cannot be directly compared. 
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Iraq delays awards for major gas fields, expands energy ties with Syria 



Gas Field Contracts Delayed Until October 20 to Garner Participation: 

• The Iraqi Ministry of Oil (MOO) has further incentivized the model contract for 
the upcoming Siba, Akkas, and Mansouriya gas field license auctions following 
other amendments to the contract made in August. As of September 20, only 
11 of the 48 pre-qualified companies had paid the mandatory auction fee. 
Accordingly, the MOO announced on September 20 that the auction would be 
pushed back until October 20 from its original date of October 1 to give firms 
more time to review the new model contract and reconsider their participation. 

Iraq and Syria Agree to Shared Oil and Gas Pipelines: 

• Iraqi and Syrian officials have signed a memorandum of understanding to 
construct two transnational oil pipelines and Iraq's first transnational gas 
pipeline. The pipelines, which would begin at northern Iraqi fields and flow 
northward to Syrian ports near the Mediterranean Sea, are expected to 
transport up to 2.5 million barrels per day (bpd) of supplies upon completion. 
An Iraqi Deputy Oil Minister said that building these new networks would be 
more cost-effective than replacing existing infrastructure. He also mentioned 
that Iraq has no plans to restore a separate, existing pipeline spanning the 
Iraq-Saudi border.

• September 14-20 supply from the grid was 2% above the year-earlier period and met 56% of estimated 
demand compared with 69% for the same period in 2009. 

• Feasible generating capacity rose 8% between summer 2009 and summer 2010, but that gain has been 
offset by a fall in capacity utilization. The year-on-year supply gain for September 14-20 reflects at least a 
temporary restoration of generation utilization to its 2009 level. 
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Iraq continues to invest in industrial and provincial development 



Iraqi Industry Ministry Invests in Consumer Goods Sectors: 

• In August 2010, the Iraqi Industry Ministry approved 168 permissions, at a 
total value of $30,254 million, for new industrial investments throughout 
the country. The projects will focus on several industries including food, 
paper, chemicals, 

plastic, textiles, woods, and minerals. In a separate development effort, 
the Industry Ministry recently sold 500 power transformers to GOI 
counterparts in order to help stabilize electricity production in Missan 
province. 

New Irrigation and Canal Projects Slated for 2011 : 

• The Iraqi Agricultural Initiative, led by Dr. Hussein Jabir, met with a select 
committee at the Ministry of Water Resources to discuss the 
implementation of several ministry-endorsed proposals. The proposals, 
totaling roughly 225 billion Iraqi dinars, range from installing sprinkler 
irrigation stations in Kirkuk to linking mini-canals near Gharraf and 
excavating water wells in Karbala, Najaf, and Muthanna. Work on these 
projects is expected to begin in 2011.

A new class of Iraqi entrepreneurs grows through technology partnerships and changing 
social conditions 

UN, International Partners Work with Iraq's Future IT Professionals: 
• The UN Industrial Development Organization (UNIDO) has been working 
with Bahraini and Italian partners to encourage the growth of enterprise 
development and information technology projects in Iraq. Since their 
efforts began in 2007, they have supported 348 entrepreneurs and trained 
115 Iraqis through online courses. Recently, one Italian group donated an 
additional $2.9 million so that a program could expand its distance 
education courses related to enterprise development and investment. 
Their work complements a growing body of research that indicates that 
younger Iraqis are creating a new class of active and affluent 
entrepreneurs, as the "old rich" of the Saddam era no longer monopolize 
economic opportunities through entrenched social networks.

Iraqi regional and international reintegration 

Zebari Addresses UN General Assembly: 

• Foreign Minister Hoshyar Zebari addressed the International Conference 
on the Millennium Development Goals for the year 2010 at the UN General 
Assembly on September 20. In his speech, Zebari said Iraq's economic 
improvement was due to the passage of a series of economic, finance, 
and investment laws which contributed to increases in income and 
improvements in purchasing power and social welfare provision. Zebari 
also discussed Iraq's National Development Plan, and his country's efforts 
to increase social protections and educational opportunities for women 
and girls, among other subjects. 

Talabani Meets with Ahmadinejad in New York: 

• Iraqi President Jalal Talabani received Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad at his residence in New York on September 19. During the 
meeting, the leaders discussed bilateral relations and emphasized the 
importance of forming a new government. The Foreign Ministers of the 
two countries are expected to meet on the sidelines of the meetings of the 
UN General Assembly during the week of September 20.

Iraqi Cabinet Approves Settlement for Saddam-era American Victims Claims: 

• The Iraqi Cabinet unanimously approved a $400 million settlement for 
Americans who say they were abused by Saddam Hussein's regime, the 
Iraqi government spokesman said on September 16. Saddam's 
government held hundreds of Americans hostage during the run-up to the 
1991 Gulf War, using them as human shields in hopes of staving off an 
attack by the U.S. and its allies. The settlement needs to be approved by 
the COR. 

Iraq and Kuwait Work to Restore Bilateral Relationship: 

• Iraq and Kuwait will start demarcating their land border and investing 
jointly in oil fields along their common border as part of an effort to end 
their remaining differences, according to the Iraqi government 
spokesman, AM al-Dabbagh. "Iraq will take important steps to resolve 
lingering problems with the brotherly state of Kuwait," Dabbagh said. 
"These will be practical steps to end all lingering problems inherited by 
the former regime of Saddam Hussein." Iraq, holder of the world's fourth- 
largest oil reserves, allocates 5% of its annual oil revenue to pay Kuwait 
compensation for the 1990 invasion.
